In view of the consequences 
which a foreign policy such as that 
now pursued by Roosevelt might 
have for the American nation, po- 
licy should be determined by Con- 
gress and not by the President

“Shall we be judges in disputes 
‘which began long before our nation 
was born?” 


Referring to Roosevelt’s attacks 
on (“aggressor nations” Mr. 
Hoover pointed out that a large 
part of the present territory of the 
United States had been. gained by 
“aggression” and that the same ap- 
plied to a large part of the terri- 
tories of the French and British 
Empires. 


He demanded that: Congress be 
given occasion to discuss in every 
single case the course of American 
policy berore any definite decision 
taken.

overcome have set our minds at 
rest a little. We have come to 
the concltision that if our interna- 
tional players are not all - we 
might desire them to be, they are 
still a cut ahead of their like from 
. Hungary, Czechoslovakia, and the 
rest of Europe, and in that 


thought we are happy. 

' Not so long ago, too, especially over 
the. Border, there was an outcry on the 
question of rough play. Just how far 
it was justified I am not prepared to 
say, but the authorities appeared to be 
genuinely alarmed, for they took pre- 
cautionary measures to ensure that the 
best interests of the game would be 
.safe-guarded.- , 

_ As the outcry has subsided now, it 
.can only -be concluded that the mea- 
sures adopted were successful, and it 
{gs a feather in our cap that on the 
whole our Soccer is clean. 

One might well ask then--what is 
wrong with our game seeing it is ap- 
parently better and probably cleaner 
than that on the. Continent? [ will 
do my best to answer, and to begin 
with must say that I fear our Soccer. 
prowess and vaunted sportsmanship 
are endangered more in the spirit than 
in anything else, _ ; 

HHEART-BREAKING TASK 

' Take as an example the modern 
.centre-forward; his Job is a heart- 
breaking experience, and in case you 
don’t agree with that statement—then 
I refer you to the one made by no less 
.an authority than Manager Craig of 
Falkirk recently. No longer is the 
centre allowed to devote his talent to 
his true task, because the centre-half 
acts the, part of policeman to him. 

The third back game practised by 
the present-day pivot has practically 
shorn that position of its one-time im- 
portance as’ an integral part of the at- 
tacking machinery, and at the same 
time has prevented the centre-forward 
from functioning as a leader in the true 
sense of the term. Under: modern 
‘conditions’ of play that, of course it 
-seems, is an absolute necessity from 
the, centre half’s view-point;. it would 
appear to be suicidal for him to‘adopt

Shanghai, To-day. 
The Peiping “‘Provisional Govern- 
ment” has decided to impose simi- 
lar export and exchange measures 
as are now in force in Tsingtao at 
Weiheiwei and Chefoo, the other 


main ports of Shantung. 

The object is to maintain the ex- 

charige value of Federal Reserve 
' Bank notes. 

‘It is, therefore, necessary ‘‘to 
acquire export permits and to ob- 
senve exchange regulations”, mean- 
ing thet foreign exporters must 
- sell exchange acquired from exports 
to the Yokohama Specie Bank at an 
official rate which is considerably 
higher than the actual rate. 

The Embassy spokesman main- 
tains that no discrimination igs be- 

- ing made between Japanese, Chin- 
ese and foreign exporters. 

It is learnt, however, that two 
British veSsels. sailing from Che- 
foo to Shanghai were forced to 
leave without cargo as the authori- 
tiles refused to grant export per- 
mits owing to refusal of foreign 
exporters to settle exchange through 
* the Japanese bank. 

This restriction is only being 
imposed at Tsingtao, Weiheiwei 
and Chefoo. Tientsin is not plac- 
ed under these regulations, pro- 
bably because with the foreign con- 
cessions, foreign banks are . able 
to transact exchange business 
freely. — Trans-Ocean.

It was also demonstrated that there 
might be further receipts from the 
sale of the remainder of the old 
City Hall site and possibly other 
portions of the area covered by 
the original scheme; but the gen- 
eral principle . of a self-contained 
scheme financed wholly from the 
proceeds of sales of land-in that 
area no longer appeared practic- 
able; accordingly it was proposed 
that the re-building of Govern- 
ment House, and the provision of 
other public buildings on the sites 
in question should ‘be financed 
from revenue, -and that the balance 
in the Fund should, as a prelim- 
inary, be transferred to revenue. 


FORMAL SANCTION

once with this plan: was stated by 
the Financial Secretary in his 
Memorandum on_ the 
Position published in connection 
with the estimates" for 19389 and 
referred to also in his speech in 
Council introducing these- estim- 
ates.
